A sneak Northeast s t o r m 


whipped by gale force winds 
deposited up to 18 inches of 
snow and caused at least 13 
deaths in New England Sunday. 


Temperatures 
dropped 
into 


the teens over much of the 
area after the storm passed. 
Many highways, cleared of all 
but an inch or two of packed 
snow, became c o v e r e d by 
sheets of ice. 


The. wind, clocked at 92 miles 


per hour at Truro on Cape Co, 
lashed 
coastal 
communities, 


built up huge drifts and created 
blizzard-like conditions. 


In Maine, 
four 
w o m e n 


drowned when their car slid off 
U.S. 
1 and landed upside down 


in a Passamaquoddy Bay cove 
at Rcbbinston. 


At least nine other persons — 


six in Massachusetts and three 
in Connecticut—died of heart 
attacks while shoveling snow or 
from storm-caused exhaustion.

in the Plymouth, N.H., area.

boycott the wheat shipments. 


Earlier, top maritime union 


officials rejected the personal 
plea of Asst. Secretary of La- 
bor James J. Reynolds, sent 
here by the President because 
of the threatened boycott. 


The unanimously adopted res-

Deportation 
of Costello 
Overturned 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Supreme Court overturned to- 
day an order for deportation of 
Frank Costello, 71-year-old New 
York gambler. 


Justice Stewart delivered the 


6-2 decision. Justice White dis- 
sented with an opinion in which 
Justice Clark joined. Justice 
Harlan took no part. 


Costello was born in Italy and 


brought to this country when 4 
years old. He was naturalized 
in 1925 but the naturalization 
was canceled in 1959 on the 
ground he obtained citizenship 
by fraud. 


In 1954 Coslello was convict- 


ed of evading income taxes in 
1948 and 1949. He served two 
years in prison. In 1961 he was 
ordered deported as an alien 
convicted of two crimes involv- 
ing moral turpitude. The U.S. 
Circuit Court in New York 
ruled the two tax convictions 
were such crimes and upheld 
the deportation order. 


Appealing to the 
Supreme 


Court, Costello said the immi- 
gration law provision involved 
did not apply to him because he 
was a naturalized citizen and 
not an alien at the time of his 
convictions. 


The Justice Department con- 


tended the section applied be- 
cause the revocation of Costel- 
lo's naturalization meant he 
never was a citizen legally.

Equal Number 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Supreme Court ruled today Uie 
Constitution 
requires 
"equal 


representation for equal num- 
bers of people" as a fundamen' 
tal goal for the U.S. House 9! 
Representatives. 


The 
decision 
was handed 


down in a Georgia congressionr 
al districting case. 


Justice Black, delivering the' 


majority opinion, said federal 
courts have authority to look 
into congressional districting. 


"While it may not be possible 


to draw congressional districts 
with mathematical precision," 
Black said, "that is no excuse 
for ignoring our Constitution's 
plain objective of making equal 
representation for equal num- 
bers of people the fundamental 
goal for the House of Repre- 
sentatives." 


Justice Harlan, in a dissent- 


ing opinion, wrote: 


"I had not expected to wit- 


ness the day when the Supreme 
Court of the 
United States 


would render a decision which 
casts grave doubt on the consti- 
tutionality of the composition of 
the House of Representative^: 


'It is not an exaggeration to 


say that such is the effect of 
today's decision. The court's 
holding that the Constitution re- 
quires states to select repre- 
sentatives either by elections at 
large or by elections in districts 
composed 'as nearly as is prac- 
ticable' of 
equal population

Million Men 
in Danger of 
Heart Attack

NEW YORK (AP) — Several 


million 
Ameircan 
men 
are 


walking around with silent cor- 
onary artery disease, two heart 
specialists said today. 


This means arteries carrying 


blood to the heart muscle have 
started to narrow to a signific- 
ant degree. This sets the stage 
for many heart attacks, which 
occur when the blood flow be- 
comes blocked. 


Some men have even had in- 


itial heart attacks with no pain 
or any other signs, said Drs. 
Arthur Master 
of New York 


City and Arthur Beller of En- 
glewood, N.J. 


They urged all men over age 


85 to have annual checkups, in- 
cluding X rays, to detect signs 
of the artery disease. 


The checkup also should in- 


clude electrocardiograms taken 
during or 
immediately after 


mild exercise, such as a two- 
step test or treadmill workout, 
the physicians told the New 
York State Medical Society. 


An electrocardiogram taken 


when a person is' lying down 
can fail to show signs of the 
underlying artery disease, they 
said. 


They cited reports that 40 to 


80 per cent of 
electrocardio- 


grams taken during rest of per- 
sons with angina pectoris — 
caused by narrowed arteries — 
ook quite normal. The angina 
patient gets pain on exertion or 
under emotional stress. 


If silent disease is found, men 


can
